“BIg” BUSINESS 


Ontario Concert Specializing | 
in Producing Olive Oil 
For World Markets 











Thousands of cans of olives 
and olive oil in the world mark- 
ets come from West End— 
| from the plant of the Ontario 
Olive company on East A St., 
Ontario. Starting in a small 
way, this company, with Frank 
Marino, and his family coming 
here from the east, che industry 
soon entered into big business. 

Gradually the business has been 
built up and today is one of the 
best equipped of its kind on the 
| coast. Included in the equip- 
ment is a 600-ton hydraulic press, 
used in the makitg of olive oil. 

This company specializes in 
making olive oil and is recogniz- 
ed as one of the largest oil pro- 
ducers in the United States. 

During the season 180 men are 
employed in picking the olives. 
A large factory crew is working 
the year round in either canning 
the olives or making olive oli. 
Two kinds of olives are handled, 
Sicilian and Grecian. One 
takes about 15 days to reach 
the retail cans from the time it 
reaches the plant. The other re- 
quires 18 days’ treatment.
